RCC Motor Vehicles Working Group: Existing Motor Vehicle Safety Standards Work Plan

Although most existing motor vehicles standards are aligned, a number of standards remain different. In addition, in the absence of any institutionalized mechanism to
ensure ongoing alignment between both countries, there remains a risk that misalignments will reoccur in the future as new standards are developed or existing ones
renewed. (This work plan will be implemented in close coordination with the work plan on “New Motor Vehicle Safety Standards.”)
